Priority 

1 . Applicant has not complied with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an 
earlier filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

This application is claiming the benefit of a prior filed nonprovisional application under 
35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c). Copendency between the current application and the prior 
application is required. In this case, the parent application (09/939,299) became abandoned on 
July 6, 2001 (no extension of time was filed), and the instant application was filed on August 3, 
2001 . Thus, the applications were not copending, and the priority claims under 35 USC §119 
and §120 herein are not valid. 

Oath/Declaration

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The above- 
referenced priority claim was filed in the preliminary amendment of August 3, 2001. Deletion of 
this priority claim is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or 
rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 5 and 6 depend from claim 1, which has been 
canceled. Accordingly, claims 5 and 6 are in improper dependent form. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 644604. 
Regarding claim 4, the reference teaches a plurality of battery modules, each battery module 
comprised of a plurality of cells (see Example 9; Fig. 2A). The cells of one module are held 
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together independently of the cells of another module by a holder (15) (see Figs. 2A and 2B). 
The cells in each module have convex portions (10) which coincide to create spaces between the 
cells. Regarding claims 4 and 5, the modules are arranged to receive cooling medium in parallel 
and the cooling medium flows in a vertical direction toward the top (terminal side) of the cells 
(see Example 9). Regarding claim 7, the modules are held to each other by a carrier (see 
Example 9). Regarding claim 4, the convex portions may also be disposed horizontally with 
respect to the terminals (see claim 6 of the reference). 
Thus, the instant claims are anticipated.
